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Russia Calls 
for Unity in 
Red Nations

MOSCOW (AP) - The Krem- 


lin appealed today for an end to 
"nationalist 
narrowmindedness 


and discrimination" in world 
Communist ranks as Red Chi- 
na's Premier Chou En-lai and 
other foreign Communist chiefs 
converged on Moscow for talks 
With the Soviet Union. 


The appeal published in Pra- 


vda, the organ of the Soviet

Stand OK'd

•Springs officials acknowledged 
Wednesday a reaffirmation by 
Arkansas voters of the anti- 
gambling laws the resort city's 
casinos violated for 63 years. 


Faubus promised to use State 


Police power if necessary to 
keep illegal casino gambling out 
of Hot Springs. 


The Hot.Springs Chamber of 


Commerce'said it would turn its 
efforts toward attracting tour- 
ists and industry without gam- 
bling. 


Act 14 of 1901 was the first 


serjous 
legislative 
effort 
to 


check the growth of the gam- 
bling in Hot Springs, but the 
1913 legislature felt called upon 
to pass a raft of laws against 
it. 


Despite this, the casinos con- 


tinued to flourish, as they had 
for 50 years before Act 14. 


Faubus told the casino owners 


last March to close. They did. 
He acted after the House re- 
solved that the state's anti-gam- 
arrived.

Ask Shakeup 
of Districts 


WEST MEMPHIS, Ark. (AP) 


Rep. E. C. Gainings, D:Ark., 
says he will ask the Arkansas 
Legislature to reapportion the 
state's four congressional dis- 
tricts on, a more even popula- 
tion basis. 


Gainings said he would make 


the recommendation Saturday 
before the Legislative Council 
and the Joint Auditing Commit- 
tee when they meet at Fayette- 
ville. 


Gathings said he would not of- 


fer a redistricting plan. But he 
said changes should be made to 
put the state in line with the 
"one person, one vote" ruling 
of the U.S. Supreme Court and 
eliminate the possibility-that Ar- 
•kansas' four congressmen would 
have to run at large in 1966. 


"It ..would be so easy to do," 


Gathirijgs -said., "It's the legisla- 
ture's job and I'm sure it would 
be the right job. It seems to me 
that it is essential that some- 
thing be done on the matter." 


The Supreme. Court ruled that 


imbalance in congressional dis- 
tricts produce inequitities in the 
strength of each person's vote. 
A vote in a heavily populated 
district is not equal to a vote in 
a less populous district. 


The present 
four 
districts 


were established by the legisla- 
ture in a 1961 special session. 


According to the 1960 census, 


Gathings' 1st District has 368,183 
persons, Wilbur Mills' 2nd Dis- 
trict 517,860, J. W. Trimble's 3rd 
District 332,844, and Oren Har- 
ris1 4th District 575,385. 


If the districts were aligned 


according to population, each 
should have between 444,000 and 
445,000, since the 1960 census 
showed a population of 1,786,222 


Gathings said he talked with 


Trimble and could get "the ut- 
most cooperation from him."

State Goes 
to Johnson 
by 50,000 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Presi- 


dent Lyndon B. Johnson, a loser 
In several Southern states, cap- 
tured Arkansas' six electoral 
Votes from Barry Goldwater in 
Tuesday's general election. 


The vote count was far from 


complete but a Johnson trend 
was established early in the 
tabulation and it became sim- 
ply a matter ot collecting 
enough votes to give him the 
state. 


With 1,958 of 2,664 precincts 


reported, Johnson had 186,709 
votes, Goldwater 133,845 and 
John Kasper, the States Rights 
Party nominee, 4,291. 


Rasper's poor showing means 


his party will lose its recogni- 
tion as a political organization 
entitled to place candidates on 
the Arkansas ballot without cir- 
culating petitions. A party must 
get five per cent of the total 
vote to maintain parly status. 


The political oracles had Ar- 


kansas leaning toward Goldwa- 


tef shortly after he became the 
Republican nominee and Gold- 
water supporters claimed they 
had 75 per cent of the state's' 
vote at that time. 


They admitted two weeks be- 


fore the election, however, thaf 
Goldvvater's support had shrunk 
to 55 per cent. By that time the 
Democratic Party organization 
already was saying that their 
man was on top. 


A Vigorous campaign by the 


state party organization prob- 
ably was a factor in the Johnson 
victory. The o r g a n i z a t i o n 
brought out all six members of 
the Arkansas congressional del- 
egation in unqualified support of 
the presidential nominee for the 
first time since the days of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 


Goldwater ran well, as ex- 


pected, in areas with a concen- 
tration of N e g r o population 
where he was popular because 
of his views on civil rights. He 
also ran well in some staunchly 
Republican counties of North 
Arkansas!. 


But Johnson won some Delta 


counties, held his own in others 
and manhandled the senator in 
areas where race and Republi: 
canism were not prime consid- 
erations. 


Goldwater probably hurt his 


cause by failing to make a cam- 


paign trip to Arkansas, His sup- 
porters hoped until the end that 
he would. 


The Johnson-Humphrey team 


hit the state three tithes. Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey made speech- 
es at Hot Springs and Little 
Rock. The President appeared 
at Texarkana and Mrs. Johnson 
spoke at Fort Smith and Little 
Rock last week. 


The best speakers the Repub- 


licans 'could get for their candi- 
date were Sens. John Tower of 
Texas and J. Strom Thurmond 
of South Carolina. 


Neither of the gubernatorial 


candidates was much help to his 
party's 'presidential nominee. 
Republican Winthrop Rockefel- 
ler endorsed Goldwater and ap- 
peared with him at Memphis, 
but their campaign organiza- 
tions largely went s e p a r a t e 
ways. 


Gov. 
Orval E. Faubus en- 


dorsed the Johnson - Humphrey 
ticket^ but he said he did so on- 
ly'out of party loyalty and he 
did not campaign for it. He did 
appear" with Johnson at Texar- 
kana and Mrs. Faubus acted as 
hostess for Mrs. Johnson while 
she was in the state.

Barry Goldwater's 
tunning defeat, the battered 
ranks of Republicans yielded a 
new set of heroes today. 


One could be the GOP stan- 


dard bearer, for 1968. 


In Michigan, Gov. George 
lomney bucked the Democratic 
ide to 'win another term. He 
had accepted his party's choice 
of Goldwater, but withheld en- 
dorsement. 


In Ohio, Robert Taft Jr. ap- 


>arently overcame .venerable 
Democrat "Stephen M. Young 
and President Johnson's ava- 
anche to win Young's Senate 
seat. .In the campaign, Taft 
mildly 
endorsed 
Goldwater, 


managed 
to 
avoid personal 


dentification with the Republi- 
can standard bearer. 


In California, former Holly- 


wood moyie star George Mur- 
)hy stepe'd lightly over former 
^residential 
press 
secretary 


Pierre Salinger to win a U.S. 
Senate seat. Murphy backed 
Goldwater but reserved 
the 


•ight to differ with him on such 
issues as civil rights, and once 
refused to be photographed with 
Goldwater. 


By contrast, the Republican 


'alien included some notable 
Goldater supporters. 


In Illinois/Charles H. Percy, 


a young Eisenhower Republican 
and considered a shining light in 
the party, failed in a bid for the 
governorship against incumbent 
Democrat Otto Kerner. Percy 
:aid he had made 85 speeches 
for Goldwater's candidacy. 


Even in Goldwater's home 


state, 
Arizona, 
Republican 


Richard 
Kleindienst, 
strong 


Goldwater supporter and friend, 
failed in his bid for the gover- 
norship, beaten by Democrat 
Sam Goddard. 


In Maryland, incumbent Sen, 


J. Glenn Beall had put off Gold- 
water endorsement — but late 
in the campaign, on a Gold- 
water visit tot Maryland, the 
Arizonan 
\varmly 
endorsed 


Beall, and Beall 
reciprocated. 


Beall lost his Senate seat to the 
bid of Joseph Tydings. 


Even Republicans lukewarm 


to Goldwater or opposed to him 
had to face the anti-Goldwater, 
pro-Johnson tide. 


In New Yorjk, veteran Sen. 


Kenneth B. Keating who refused 
to support Goldwater, failed 
before the challenge of Robert 
F. Kennedy, brother of the late 
president. 


In Pennsylvania, Republican 


stalwart Hugh Scott, a reluctant 
supporter of bjs party's ticket 
who proclaimed "I'm my own 
man," won a close re-election to 
the Senate. In Hawaii, Republi- 
can Sen. Hiram Fong kept Gold- 
water out of his campaign and 
won re-election. 


The inventory of fallen Re- 


publicans grew longer in the 
congressional side. 


On the opposite side of the 


ledger, in the Deep South where 
Goldwater won his only major 
victories, his name worked a 
kind of magic that made politi- 
cal history. 


In Alabama, five Democrats 


fell to Republican challengers 
tor seats in Congress. In eastern 
Georgia, another Democrat fell. 
There was still another Demo- 
cratic upset — in Mississippi. In 
all but the Mississippi victory, 
the Republicans were strongly 
announced for Goldwater.

DETROIT (AP) - Boom year 


1964 of the nation's auto indus- 
try now boasts record nine- 
month earnings from each of its 
"Big Three." 


General Motors, biggest of the 


trio, made it complete Monday 
by reporting a $1.36-billion prof- 
it and announcing a $569-million 
dividend payment. 


The GM dividend, a $2-a-share 


payment to 1.15 million common 
stockholders, will help to swell 
the pre-Christmas flow of mon: 
ey. The $2 is $1.35 above the 
usual GM quarterly payment. 


Earlier, both Ford and Chrys- 


ler had reported record nine- 
month earnings. 


General Motors made its prof- 


its report as the giant auto- 
maker was getting up headway 
again in production following a 
crippling United Auto Workers 
Union strike. 


For the first time since the 


strike began Sept. 25, all five of 
GM's 
passenger car divisions 


were turning out cars Monday, 
the company said. 


The UAW called off its nation- 


al strike Oct. 5, following agree- 
ment on a national contract, but 
strikes 
over 
local 
disputes 


among the company's 130 plants 
continued to cripple production. 


As of today, only 12 local set- 


tlements were outstanding. GM 
makes the Pontiac, Oldsmobile, 
Cadillac, Chevrolet and Buick 
cars. 


Ford, which faces a Friday 


strike threat by the UAW, had 
yet to complete 20 agreements 
among 
90 bargaining units. 


Ford and the UAW have settled 
nationally. 


General Motors' nine-month 


profit 
of $1.36 billion, 
from 


record sales, was the equivalent 
of $4.75 a share, up 25 per cent 
from the $1.086 billion, or $3.97 a 
share, of the same period last 
year. 


The $2 dividend will be paya- 


ble Dec. 10 to stockholders of 
record Nov. 12. GM's dividends 
for the year so far total $1.26 
billion. 


Sales for the first nine months 


this year rose 13 per cent to 
$13.16 billion as against $11.68 
billion last year. 


"My government will initiate 
early action to re-establish the 
necessary public ownership of 
the iron and steel industry." 


This policy is expected to 


touch off a major parliamentary 
battle. 


Wilson's government has only 


a five-vote majority in Com- 
mons. Sir Alec Douglas-Home's 
Conservatives and the small 
Liberal party oppose nationali- 
zation of the steel industry. 


Clement Attlee's Labor gov- 


ernment took the steel industry 
under state control in 1951 after 
nationalizing the coal, gas and 
electric power industries, the 
railways, the airlines and the 
Bank of England.

ue in force, but the steel indus 
try went back into 
private 


hands after the Conservative 
party won the 1951 election.

Results of pine species eval- 


uation tests established in 1955 
by the University of Arkansas 
Agricultural Experiment 
Sta- 


tion indicate that slash and long- 
leaf pine are not suitable for 
commercial production in Ark- 
ansas.- F. M. Meade, forester 
with the Experiment Station, 
told those attending the Fores- 
try Study Day held Friday (Oct. 
23) at the Southwest Branch 
Station that loblolly and short 
leaf pine, both native species, 
did much better in the tests. 


In the tests, four plots of 0.1 


acre were established for each 
species. The trees were then 
measured for average survival, 
diameter, height and basal area. 
All trees were planted at a 6'x 
6' spacing. 


Survival was quite low in the 


longleaf and slash pine plots, 
said Meade. Many of the tops of 
trees in these plots were brok- 
en, resulting in deformed trees. 
Because of the poor survival the 
density, as determined by bas- 
al area, is low. 


Visitors were also shown plots 


where loblolly pine seed sourc- 
es from four locations are be- 
ing tested for production under 
Arkansas conditions. The seed 
sources represented in this test 
are West Arkansas, Crossett, Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana and East Tex- 
as. The seedlings were planted 
at a 6'x6' spacing in four repli- 
cated plots of 0.1 acre each.

source did not survive as well 
as those from other locations 
•but growth of the individual 


trees within the plots was com- 
parable, pointed out Meade. Ba- 
sal !area of the Texas source was 
low because of the poor surviv- 
al.
